TUNNEL CAVES IN; 


Trapped Men Are Extricated 
and Three Are 80 Badly 
Hurt They May Die. 


PRIESTS 80 DOWN IN BORE 


New Shaft Under River at Le Salle 
Street Blocked by Debris 
from Old. 


POLICE DIRECT THE RESCUE WORK 


1 


One man was killed and six were injured 
ma cave-In late yesterday afternoon in 
the La Salle street tunnel. Three of the 
injured men may dle. 

A twelve ton mass of masonry, bricks and 
stones forming a portion of the wall of the 
old tunnel suddenly crumbled, without warn- 
ing. It fell on the heads of a gang of tunnel 
miner@ at work excavating for the south 
end of the new bore, which ils underneath the 
level of the old tunnel. 

The man who was kilied and four of the 
others were entombed alive by the mass of 
masonry that overwhelmed them. Maimed, 
crushed, and bleeding, the victims were im- 
prisoned more than an hour, while a gang 
of rescuers made up of fellow weak men and 
the police worked clearing away the huge 
pieces of masonry and débris. Fourteen 
other men working in the gang escaped 
injury by running toward a shaft. 


Entombed Men Plead with Rescuers. 

The cries of the injured were heard through 
the pile of stone and brick, and as the res- 
cuers worked with picks and shovels the en- 
tombed victims pleaded with the rescue gang 
to relieve them of crushing loads on their 
legs, arms, and backs. 

The aceident took place in section 4,"’ 
three feet below the foundation level of the 
old tunnel and about 150 feet south of South 
Water street.

Fifty Men in Workings. 

A gang of fifty men was at work excavating 
when the accident happened. The men went 
to work at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and had 
been digging legs than two hours under the 
old foundations and wall of the existing tun- 
nel when a huge section of the old wall began 
to crumble. 

Twenty men were in the gang in section 
4, with Frank Chelius as foreman. Chelius 
saw the danger and warned the men to prop 
up the old masonry, but the workmen, it Is 
said, paid no attention to the warning. 

Suddenly a huge block of masonry toppled 
over and carried with it masses of bricks and 
stone. Eight men were working near the 
“cave in and one of them escaped serious 
injury by jumping. The others were caught, 
and Gluke, who worked nearest the wall, was 
crushed to death by thé heavy load, which 
struck him squarely on the head and back, 

The men who escaped by running and jump- 


| ing immediately sent an alarm to the surface. 


forty feet above, and within a few minutes 
A gang of fifty men was at work with jacks. 
picks, and shovels clearing away the broken 
masonry that entombed the victims. 


Police Take Charge of Rescue. 
Capt. Gibbons of Central station and a 
squad of police took charge of the rescue 
work. A crowd of nearly 1,000 spectators 
gathered in the vicinity of the tunnel shaft 
at South Water and La Salle streets with 


the arrival of a number of patrol wagons and 


police ambulances ready to remove the dead 
and injured. — 

The alarm was received first by Harry Joh- 
nowski, is charge’ of the lift cage, and he 
notified Roy Shackleton, superintendent of 
one of the gangs of workmen, who was the 
first to descend into the bore. J. H. Green 
of the M. H. MoGovern company, contractors 
in charge of the tunnel work, arrived soon 
after the alarm was sounded and with Ser- 
geant Willard Malone of Central station * 
rected the rescue work. 


Priests Aid Injured Men. 
While the rescuers were at work several 
the entombed victims called for Roman 
Catholic priests. A hurried call was sent 
tor clergymen and in a short time seven of 
them appeared. The first to arrive were the 
fiev. F. 8. Angellucci of the Church of the 
Assumption, Illinois and Orleans streets, and 
his assistant, the Rev. Carlo Fiorucci. The 
clergymen were taken down into the bore by 
way of the lift. They administered extreme 
unction to several of the victims. 
By this time Sergeant Malone and the res- 
had cleared away much of the débris.

PEACE PARLEY IS IN VAIN 


DAY’S LABOR WAR FACTS. | 


Charles P. Neill, United States 
labor commissioner, arrives in Chicago as 
a mediator in the controversy between 
the railroads and the freight handlers. 


Samuel Gompers departs from city after 
he has failed to settle the jurisdictional 
quarrel between plumbers and steam fitters. 


Sluggers attack members of steam fitters’ 
union on two buildings, flourishing revolv- 
ers and threatening lives at cach place.

While a peace conference of labor leaders 
endeavoring to restore harmony in the bulld- 
ing traces industry of Chicago was in prog- 
ress yesterday two automobile loads of slug- 
gers and gun men drove up to two separate 
jobs and threatened working men with death 
unless they walked out. 

Both demonstrations took place at school- 
houses under construction. one at Fifty-firet 
street and South Center avenue and the other 
at Sixty-secord street and Ingleside avenue. 

The conference was between the Interna- 
tional Assocjation of Sieemfitters. the United 
Associatlon of Plumbers, and the mediation 
committee appointed by the building con- 
tractors’ council to arbitrate with the two 
unions for a settlement of their jurisdictional 
controversy. 


Cards Seised at Pistol Point. 

Late in the afternoon sixteen men in two 
automobiles drove up to the school heuse 
at Sixty-eecond etreet and Ingleside avenue 
and called out John Peterson, a member of 
the eteamfitters’ union, and his helper, Peter 
Murphy. 

Both were compelled at the. point of re- 
vyolvers to give up their union cards and tell 
their names and addresses. The cards were 


torn up, and they were advised that unless 


they joined the plumbers’ union, they would 
be killed. 

The same program was carried out at the 
other school house. Frank Donohue, pres- 
ident of the steamfitters’ organization, and 
his belpér, John Lyons, were compelled to 
desert their work. Donohue was handled 
roughly when he showed a reluctance to 
obey, besides being threatened with revol- 


vers, 


Recognizes Some of Sluggers. 

While all the sluggers flourished revolvers 
there was no shooting. When the names and 
addresses of the victims were taken, they 
were warned that if they ever attempted to 
work at their trade again while members 
of the International organization, they would 
be killed, either going to or coming from 
work. 

Donéhee recognized several members of 
the gang as professional slussers, and it is 
said that one of them will be tried In the 
Harrieon street police court this morning 
for a former offense.

Prospects brightened during the day fora 
peaceful settlement of the impending freight 
handlers’ strike when Charles P. Neill, 
United States labor commissioner, arrived 
in the city and immediately entered into a 
series of conferénces with the general man- 
agers’ association and the unlon representa- 
tives. 

A. B. Lowe of Winnipeg, general president 
of the Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way 
Employés, reached here during the day. He 
met a committee of the union's representa- 
tives at the Saratoga hotel at night, and the 
strike situation was explained to him. 


Tower Men May Quit. 

Indications pointed to a possible strike of 
tower men, who have charge of the signal 
systems and interlocking towers from which 
is done the ewitchifng on the main lines. Thus 
far all the tower men have remained at their 
posts. 

Samuel Gompers left the city for Wash- 
ington, D. C., late in the afternoon, discour- 
aged with his efforts to clear the local labor 
atmosphere.

The house at midnight tonight defcated the 
bill to provide for submitting to the people 
proposal for statewide initiative and referen- 
dum by constitutional amendment. 

The bill received d votes. There were 
. ballots m opposition to it, and thirty-oné 
membefs were recorded ag absent. The pill 
therefore fell nine votes short of the 1@2 votes 
—two-thirds of the house menbership—neces- 
sary to nactment. 


Revenue and Convention Next. 

The defeat of the inttlative and refer endum 
leads before the house for consideration two 
vital propotale involving constitutional 
changes. The first of these is the revenue re- 
form amendment: the other ts the resolution 
for a onstltuttonal convention. These prob- 
ably will be taken up next week and it ip 
thought likely they will be successful, 

The balloting on the initiative and refer 
endum resolution as a whole came after half 
a dozen amendments proposed tonight by 
Representative Hiram T. Gilbert of Chicagp 
had been voted down. The Gilbert amend- 
ments were designed to make loca! municipal 
legislation exempt from the appiicetion of the 
initiative and referendum.

Voting After Long Debate.

In 
two long sessions the members of the house 
fought over every foot of the ground. Dur- 
ing this cebate Speaker Adkirs let down the 
bars and gave free rein to discussion of every 
feature of the question. 

Representatives B. M. Chiperfield of Cane 
ton and Edward J. King of Galesburg made 
the principal speeches against the constitu- 
tional amendment which the people favored 
at the polis last fall. Representative King 
spoke for more than an hour at the afternooa 
sesslon. Representative Chiperfield spoke for 
4 longer period at the night seerton. 

Mr. King maintained that with the Initia- 
tive and referendum in effect Chicago would 
lord it over the rest of the state. He also said 
it would give corporations greater control 
than ever. 

I have been told, he said, that my op- 
position to the Initiative and referendum 
sounds my political deathknell. All right, 
sound it then. 


Committee of Seven Lied, He Says. 

Representative Chiperfield charged that 
the committee of seven led when ite mem- 
bers went up and down the state saying that 
representative government had been broken 
daun and perished.

SENATE PASSES CORPORATION 
OWNERSHIP OF BUILDINGS BILL 


Dailey Measure Amends Laws by 
Authorizing Ownership and Opera- 
tion of ingle Building.

Springfield, Ill, May 3.— [Special. I—Cor- 
poration ownership of office buildings will 
be a possibility if the house and Gov. Deneerf 
look with favor upon the Dailey bill which 
passed the senate this afternoon by a vote 
of 33 yeas to 5 nase. 

The measure amends the corporation laws 
by authorizing a corporation to own and 
operate a single building, with the necessary 
land, which is not to exceed 80,000 square 
‘feet. 

Efforts to enact legislation permitting cor- 
porations to own realty have been made 
in each succeeding assembly for years, 
but have always met with strong opposition 
on the ground that it would pave the way 
for 9 real estate trust in the larger 
cities. 


SENATE PASSES AUTOISTS’ BILL 


Measure Prepared by Chicago Auto- 
mobile Club Goes Through by . 
Vote of 34 to 3. 


Springfield. III., May . — The good roads 
bill, as prepared by the Chicago Automobile 
club, was passed by the senate today by a 
vote of 34 to 3. 

The bill provides .hat license fees of auto- 
mobiles and motorcycles shall be paid into 
the state treasury, to be used in the con- 
struction of good roads. It creates a county 
superintendent of roads, who’ is to have a 
general supervision over improvement of 
public highways. 

The bill increases the license fee of auto- 
mobiles as follows: Less than thirty-five 
horse power, not over $10; between thirty- 
five and fifty horse power not over 5168; 
over fifty horse power not over $20. 

As an amendment to the original bill the 
wheel tax is to be abolished, and all local 
ordinances along that line are prohibited. 
The city of Chicago, however, is allowed 
to enforce a wheel tax on commercial auto- 
mobile trucks and cara. 

Speed limits of automobWes and motor- 
cycles are fixed at ten miles an hour through 
the business districts of cities, fifteen miles 
an hour through residence districts, twenty- 
five miles an hour on any public highway, 
and six miles an hour around curves. The 
penalty for violation remains the same. 

The license fee of chayffeurs is increased 
to $5 and the renewal cost to §3.

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POULE’S DEFENSE 


Conflicts with Farmer’s Story 
of Kemper’s Death. 


HEAVY GUARD AT JAIL. 
Aceused Man Refuses to Reveal 
Where He Buried Body; Po- 
lice Search Farm. 


Developments in the case of John Poole, 
Inciana farmer, in jail at Fowler charged 
With the murder of his farm hand, Joseph 


| Kemper, yesterday included a statement from 


Poole that he killed the man but that it was 
an accident. 

Poole, in his cell in the Fowler jali, told of 
the manner of the Killing. He said he and 
Kemper weré hunting rabbits together and 
that he killed Kemper accidentally when the 
trigger of his gun caught in the wire of eg 
fence through which he was craw ling. 

Subsequently Poole made other statements 
which seem to conflict in details with his first 
declaration. The police, too, hav@gathered 
evidence which seems to be at variance with 
Poole’s story. 

It is known that before Kemper worked 
fot Poole two previously employed farm 
hands disappeared from the neighborhood 
and it is now suspected they * have met 
foul play. 

This suspicion is the basis for the 3 
that Poole’s farm may possibly develop 
another Gunness mystery. 


Story of Emory Poole. 

One of the finds by State's Attorney Hall 
is a story which Emory Poole had prepared 
for publication in case no further effort was 
made by the authorities to solve the mystery 
of Kemper’s disappearance. Young Poole set 
forth, in detail, every incident connected with 
the affair which came under his observation 
from. the time he left the house on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 12, 1910, until the invéstigation 
which took place on March 16, 1911. 

In thie statement he telle of discussing 
the matter with his mother at various times, 
and she shared his belief that Kemper never 
left the farm alive.“ She also advised her 
son that he had better let the matter drop 
or he would get what Kemper got.“ 

She called the boy’s attention to the fact 
that his father was wearing Kemper's trous- 
ers. carrying his pocketbook, knife, and pipe 
and tobacco, he says. According to young 
Poole, it was his mother who first called his 
attention to the fact that his father had been 
digging around the straw stack where the 
body of Kemper was found. 


Refuses to Reveal Grave. 

Poole has refused to tell where Kempeér’s 
body was buried, although the authorities 
themselves found it. They take his atti- 
tude to indicate that he is afraid they will 
find other bodies there. 

With a view to clearing up this angle of 
the case, the police have started a thorough 
search for Charies Clark and Charies Mack, 
Kemper's two predecessors in Poole’s em- 
ploy. They have been missing ever since. 
Poole says they left his farm. W they can- 
not be located alive the police believe their 
bodies may be found buried somewhere on 
the Poole farm. f 

The coroner’s Inquest into the mystery was 
started during the efternoon, and Grace 
Poole, the accused man’s daughter, whe has 
returned home from the Chicago seminary 
which she was attending, was one of the wit- 
nesses. The girl is under $1,000 bond. 


Girl Tells of Blood Stains. 

Though she declared she believed her 
father innocent, she testified that she had 
geen blood stains on the walls of the kitchen 
of the Poole home the day after the disap- 
pearance of Kemper in December, 1900. 

Her brother, Emory Poole, who headed the 
searching party that found the dismembered 
body of Kemper and who is under §2,000 
bonds, will testify at the inquest today.

TWO DIE IN DUEL OVER GIRL 


Italians Kill Each Other in Street 


— Fight on West Side. 


MAIDEN IDENTIFIES ONE. 


Says He Was Sweetheart Once; Other 
Man Unrecognized. - 


A duel in the heart of the Itallan cofony 
in the Maxwell street district last evening 
ended in the death of both participants. 

The police were hampered at every turn by 
the refusal of the members of the colony to 
answer questions and it was impossible for 
several hours to identify either of the men. 

This silence led to a theory that the Black 
Hand was on the scene watching the efforts 
of the detectives; but when one of the men 
had been identified this theory was sup- 
planted by a belief that jealousy wee the 
cause of the revolver battle. 

Directly across from the scene of the double 
shooting was found an Italian gir! who, under 
pressure, admitted knowing one of the men 
who, she snid, had been attentive to her un- 
til recently, when a quarrel separated them. 
She denied knowing the second man, al- 
though she confessed that she had seen him 
earlier in the evening. 

Meet and Shoot at Sight. 

The identified man was named as Salva- 
tore Lamorta, 914 West Polk street. He was 
about 22 years old and a laborer. 

The two men met in front of the saloon 
of Nicolai Dibona, 1066 Sholto street. No 
witnesses could be found who saw the open- 
ing of the battle, but througnout the neigh- 
borhood were heard the sharp échoes of shots 
as each emptied his revolver at the other. 

lamorta died almost instantly, struck in 
the forehead once, in the abdomen twice, and 
in the breast once. His opponent, a mat of 
about the same age, was shot twice in the 
abdomen. He died as he was being carried 
into the County hospttal. 

The streets and sidewalks were crowded

POE’S LETTER IN DEFENSE OF 
REPUTATION BRINGS $1,700. 


Poet Replies to Charge of Shocking 
Habits by Detailing Facts and Ab- 
juring Drink. 


New York, May 8.—[{Special.J)—A human 
letter written by Bdgar Allan Pes im ésfense 
of his reputation went under tuns hammer at 
the Hoe sale today and sold for ¥1,700 to 8 
G. 8. Hellman for a collector. 

The letter is dated Feb. 29, 1846, and ap- 
parently has never been published. Ths poet 
speaks of the editor of the Weekly Untversd, 
who had referred to Poe's A as Shock - 
ingly irregular.’’ 

‘He could not have had the personal ac- 
quaintance with me ef which he writes,” 
runs the letter, but has fallen into a nat- 
ural error. The fact is this: My habits are 
rigorously abstemious and I omit nothing of 
the natural regimen requisite for health. 

But this is my private life and of course 
escapes the eye of the world. Desire for so- 
clety comes upon me only when I have be- 
come excited by drink. Then only I go—that 
is—at these times I have been in the practice 
of going among my friends, who seldom, or 
in fact never, having seen me unless excited, 
take it for granted that I am always so. 
Those who really know me know better. But 
enough of this; the causes which maddened 
me to the drinking point are no more, and I 
am done drinking, forever.“ 

Another letter of Poe's relating to a polit- 
ical appointment he hoped to get, written in 
1862, went to Walter Hill of Chicago for 
$300.

ity of blocking it by the issuance of ea writ 
from which there is no appeal. 

The latter statement was limited, however, 
dy the explanation that the court might 
permit a review, if it chose, or that the 
senate miam investigate any ‘willful ’’ ob- 
struction of its process 


The disputes between Judge Petit and the | 


attorneys were fewer in number than at pre- 
vious sessions and less heated, and the pro- 
ceedings consisted chiefly of the formal ar- 
guments of counsel, refuting the stand taken 


by Attorney N. C. Sears, and establishing 


the conformity to constitution and statutes 
of every act of the Helm committee or sen- 
ate in the Tilden case. 


“All Law Support Senate.” 

Nt only on the broad basis ot public polioy 
and public welfare, but also on the most 
technical construction of statutes and con- 
stitutional limitations, it was contended, is 
the senate warranted in proceeding as it has 
@one to reveal the details of the collection 
and distribution of the $100,000 Lorimer cor - 
ruption fund. 

Mr. Healy will conchuée his argument this 
morning, and Mr. Seare will reply, cloaing 
the cage.

Emphasis was also laid by Mr. Healy on 
the fact that the senate has not yet voted on 
the matter of Mr. Tilden's refusal to produce 
‘his books and papers, but only on his refusal 
‘te respond in person to the subpoena of the 
committee. In support of this he read the 
clear statement of Senator Wange in expla- 
‘pation of his vote when he cast it in favor 
of the issuance of the warrent for Mr. Tilden. 
Senator Waage said he was voting only on 


the right of the senate to demand the per- } 


gonel appearance of a witness in response te 
a vsubpeena, and that when Mr. Tilden had 
been brought before the bar of the senate 
and had been asked for his books and papers, 
and had refused to produce them, and had 
explained his refusal, and if it then were pro- 
posed to punish Mr. Tilden for such refusal, 
he might vote the other way. 


Court Cannot Speculate. 

Mr. Healy contended that since the senate 
had not decided om Mr. Tilden’s obligation

‘the court could have no right to speculate on 
what that decision might be when ultimately 
rendered, or to issue a writ of habeas corpus 
dased on that conjecture. And he insisted, 
above all, that the court shoul grant to the 
senate the leu presumption granted to the 
eergeant at arme of the senate, that when it 
Gid come to act on It, it would act legally and 
justly. When the senate failed in this re- 
epect, it would be time enough for Mr. Tilden 
to apply for his writ of habeas corpus.

He read the entire testimony of Mr. Tuden 
before the Helm committee to show that he 
did not at any time deny before that com- 
mittee under oath that his private account 
books contained matter bearing on the Lori- 
mer election. Judge Petit asked Mr. Healy 
to explain what difference there was between 
the proposals of Christian F. Wiehe and 
Mr. Tilden with reference to the examination 
of their books and the reasons for the accept- 
ance of the one and the rejection of the other. 


Shows Difference in Situation. 

Mr. Healy explained that in the first place 
the committee was unable to deal with Mr. 
Tilden because Mr. Tilden refused to appear 
before the committee, and in the second 
place there was all the difference in the 
world between the committee selecting the 
examiner, as was the case in the Wiehe- 
Hines matter, and the witness selecting the 
examiner of his own books, as was proposed 
by Mr. Tilden. 

The assumption which has been made that 
the Tilden case ts identical with that of the 
Tuden banks was repudiated by Mr. Healy, 
who pointed out that all that Is asked of the 
banks is that which is yielded by banks as a 
matter of course, not only in criminal! pro- 
ceedings, but in civil suits, the production of 
a certified accqunt of Mr. Tilden’ s deposits 
and withdrawals, without the names of any 
one concerned but Mr. Tilden. 

Mr. Frost, in hie argument, aswerted that 
not a single case could be found in the 
books in which a witness had been excused 
from personal appearance before a legisia- 
tive committee because it was found that 
he need not comply with the other provision 
of the subpeena, that concerning books and 
papers. 

Dwells on Powers of Senate. 

Mr. Frost dwelt at length on the corpore- 
tion tex cases and the tremendous powers 
of governmental inquisition which the Su- 
preme court has upheld despite the same con- 
stitutional provisions invoked by Mr. Til- 
den. 

“When the senate is engaged upon a law- 
ful inveetigation, and there is no contention 
that this investigation is not lawful,“ said 
Mr. Frost, “and when it strikes a certain 
frail in that investigation, and believes that 
that trail leads to a certain door, it docs 
not matter whether the senate dreamed thet 
it led to that door, or imagined it, or fancied 
it, no court has any power to say that it shall 
not look beyond that door.” 

Mr. Frost then admitted, however, that by 
„power he meant “ right,” and stated that 
Judge Petit bad actually greater power than 
the late Judge Bradley of the Supreme 


court, one of whose decisions he had been 


reading, because the former might render an 
absotutely final decision by himeelf while 
the latter had to consult with eight other 
Bupreme court justices and secure the con- 
currence of four.

It ig to the committee on privileges and 
elections that the friends of Senator Lorimer 
propoge to consign the La Follette resolution. 
It is their purpose to appeal to the senators 
to aid them to effect this result on the ground 
that failure to do so will constitute a refiec- 
tion upon the regularly organized committee 
of the senate which numbers among its 
members the men who voted both for and 
against Lorimer. 

They will dwell earnestly, as they did last 
winter in lobbying for votes, upon the necés- 
sity of observing the usual courtesy” of 
the senate. 
must be maintained, and they will claim 
that the foundations of the conduct of senate 
business will be destroyed if a single depart- 
ure de made from the established order. 

With many members of the senate such 
appeals will have little weight. It is pointed 
out that the fate of Lorimer rests more 
largely in the hands of the new senators 
than it does in those of the men who have 
voted for or against him. They constitute 
the balance of power, so far as his case is con- 
cerned. Consequently these men should 
make the investigation, and if they do so it 
will be without any desire to vindicate them- 
selves. 


Some Seek Full Inquiry. 

On the special committee, as well as on 
the committee on privileges and elections, 
there are senators who will insist upon fol- 
lowing to the end every lead that may de- 
velop. They will have behind them the whole 
power of the United States to force witnesses 
to testify, and to produce books and papers. 
I Edward Tilden shall continue to be recal- 
citrant he can be punished for contempt by 
the federal courts in compliance with the 
direction of the senate. 

If the La Follette resolution is referred 
it must be by a vote. Its adoption probably 
aleo will require a vote. This indicates that 
there will be a hard fight, and it is desirable in 
the interest of clean politics that the coun- 
try shall Keep its ears opem and its eyes 
firmly fixed upom the senate during the de- 
bate, which will begin probably on Monday. 
What is feared by the senators who feel 
that a reinvestigation is imperative is that 
a reference to the committee on privileges 
and elections will mean the pigeonholding of 
the resolution and the prevention of another 
inquiry.

The question 
of money cane up, and York sald he never got 
any money for his vote. Me said no money 
was offered. 

‘I think probably in the same conversa- 
tion he said jobs were offered. But he sald 
that was nothing unusual in politics.“ 

Taylor stated that, as he recalled the taik 
of that night, York gave out the impression 
that he had been promised a job or was going 
to get a job. He was of the impression, he 
said, that York had since received some (ed- 
eral job. 

Durfee Is Mentioned. 

Ex- Representative Charles Durfee of Gol- 
conda was mentioneed in the gtore talk the 
night York explained his vote, Taylor said. 
Durfee was not present, he added, and he 
didn’t recall just what was said along that 
line.

EXPLORERS TAKE 
ARK OF COVENANT 


Englishmen Are Said to Have 
Looted the Sacred Mosque 
at Jerusalem. 


NEWS CAUSE OF RIOTS. 


American Born Duchess Alleged 
to Be Supporter of Expedi- 
tion in the East. 


(BY CABLE TO THE cHIbAco TRIBUNE.) 

JERUSALEM, May 3—The sacred and in- 
violabie Mosque of the Covenant has been 
deapoiled of several of the most valuable 
relics of the tribes of Israel by a party of 
English. archeologists who recently have 
been excavating la the vicinity. Among the 
articles taken were the ark of the covenant, 
the censer, and other sacred vessels which 
have been treasured for centuries. 

When the news of the desecration reached 
the Inhabitants of Jerusalem they were 
aroused rioting. Amy Bey, the Turkish 
governor, was set upon in the streets and 
mobbed by a crowd which charged him with 
complicity in the plot. The mosque has been 
closed and is closely guarded pending the 
arrival of officials from Constantinople to 
make an inquiry. 


Duchess Aid to Expedition, 

There ts some mystery surrounding the 
| English, expedition. It is evident, however, 
| that the members had a large sum of money 
: at their disposal and these funds are said to 

have been raised by- a syndicate of English 
and -Americans, of which the Duchess 0 
Marlborough, formerly Consuelo Vander- 
bilt, was a member. 

The expedition worked for two years ona 
large scale, beginning at the village of 
Siloam, which lies at the southeast end of 
| Jerusalem, on the southern slope of the 
Mount of Olives, overlooking the valley of 
Kedron and the pool of Siloam. 

The explorers are credited with having ex- 
cavated a passage from the Poo! of Siloam 
toward the place where once stood Solomon's 
temple. 

Failing to teach the relics sought in thia 
manner, the explorers, acording to the al- 
leged confessions of the guards of the 
mosque, bribed the guards, entered the 
mosque, and, after digging on six nights, 
spirited away the treasures, “the where- 
abouts of which,” says an Arabic paper, 
“none knew except God and these English.“

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. | 
Curry Sauces and Soups. . 


ICTURESQUE or sentimental inoidents 
have been connected with the eating of 
curry. The author of “The reegy 
Book” says: “ There is an Indian tau- 
rapt in Stafford street, London, which 
appeals to all Angilo-Indians—and to many 
others who appreciate a real curry, either wet 
or dry, Madras, Ceylon, Bombay, or any other 
style. The menu—hors d' cuvre, soup, fish 
curry, lamb cutlets, partridge pilaf, vegetable 
curry, sweets, fruit, coffee—can be cooked to 
perfection, and it is quite quaint to be greeted 
by the white robed, blue turbaned attendants 
with a polite ‘salaam, sahib!’ They make good 
waiters, too; silent, quick, and deft.” 
The following is the recipe she gives for 
the curry sauce: Put into a pan four good 
sized ofiions, sliced, and two of peeled apples, 


with a quarter of a pound of butter, the same 


of lean ham, a blade of mace, four pepper- 
corns, two bay leaves, two sprigs of thyme: 
stir them over a moderate fire until the onions 
become brown and tender, then add two table- 
spoons of the best curry powder,one of vinegar, 
two of flour, a teaspoonful of salt, one of 
sugar; moisten with a quart of broth or milk, 
or even water, with the addition of a little 
glaze; boil till in a pulp and adhering rather 
thickly, to the back of the spoon; pass all 
through a fine sieve or tammy, give it another 
boil for a few minutés, put it in a basin and 
use when required. Any kind of meat, 
poultry, and fish, or parts of game, is ex- 
cellent warmed in this sauce and served with 
well boiled and dried rice. I have kept this 
sauce in a cool place in the winter for a 
month, boiling it now and then.. The quantity 
of powder may be omitted and a spoonful of 
curry paste used, or some mangoes.”

East Indian Soup.— Put into a kettle a table- 
spoon of butter, two tablespoons each of 
finely chopped carrot, onion, and turnip, then 
stir carefully for about two minutes, add a 
quart of water, a dash of red pepper, a little 


black pepper, a tablespoon of chopped parsley 


if you have it and a sliced apple. Simmer 
gently for fifteen minutes. Add a teaspoon 
of curry and four or five tablespoons of boiled 
rice.—-L. B. Harding, 513 Cambridge building. 

Curry Soup.—Put a tablespoon of butter in a 
saucepan and two good sized onions, sliced. 
Stand back on stove until onions are soft, then 
add one sliced apple, a single piece of celery,

water. Cook slowly for thirty minutes and 
strain through a colander. Moisten one tea- 
spoonful of curry powder—one teaspoonful 
tumeric—and add to the soup. Stir and cook 
ten minutes, season with salt and pepper, add 
a teaspoonful of butter and serve.

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OLD RAILROAD MAN IS DBAD 


Capt. Hilon A. Parker of Rock 
Island Is Apoplexy Victim. 


FOUGHT IN THE CIVIL WAR. 


Came to Chicago as Railway Engineer 
and Rapidly Was Promoted. 


Capt. Millon 4. Parker, formerly vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Rock Island 
railway, and more recently consulting en- 
gineer on the Pacific coast extension of the 
Grand Trunk system, died suddenly of 
apoplexy at his residence, 10860 Longwood 
avenue, early yesterday morning. | 

He was @ years old, but had been in good 
health and his sudden demise was unex- 
pected. 


Enlists Early in Civil War. 
Born at Plessis, N. T., Dec. 30, 1841, Mr. 


Parker was one of the first volunteers to en- 


list in the civil war and served for four years 
until the troops were mustered out. At the 
close of the rebellion Capt. Parker came to 
Chicago as chairman in the engineering corps 
of the Rock Island. 

In 1886 he was made vice president and 
chief engineer of the Chicago, Kansas and 
Nebraska railroad, now a part of the Rock 
Island, at Topeka, and in 188) he was made 
assistant to the president at Chicago. In 
1890 be was made third vice president, ang in 
1808 he returned to the position of assistant 
to the president. In 1808 he was elected sec- 
ond vice president, e year later was appointed 
general manager also, and in the same year 
he was promoted to first vice president. 


Quit Rock Island in 1903. 

He held the office of first vice president until 
1908, when he resigned, and later, upon the 
inauguration—_of work on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific coast road, he became consulting en- 
gineer. The funeral will be held on Sunday 
at hig late residence. 


DEATH TAKES DANISH PATRIOT. 


Wels Poulson, — ot 8100, 000 
for Scandinavians’ Benefit, Dies 
as Gift Is Being a 


New Tork, May 3—Nels Poulson. donetor 
of a $100,000 fund to promote closer social 
relationships among the Scandinavian peo- 
ple, died in Brooklyn today as the Scandi-

Mr. Poulson was born in Denmark sixty- 
seven years aga, and came to this country in 
1864 finding employment as draftsman in an 
iron foundry.

The death was that of 
Robert Baxter, whose brother dled several 
weeks ago from the same disease. Baxter 
lived at 1947 Lunt avenue. The new case is 
that of Arnold Mader, 4131 South State street.

THE SENATE’S OPPORTUNITY. 
It is said that the Democratic leaders in 


the house of representatives are coming to 


the conclusion that a parcels post bill should 
be passed at the special session. It was not 
on their original program, but they have dis- 


covered that it would be popular among the’ 


farmers, a class they are specially anxious 
to please. The farmers in every part of the 
country are sending word to Washington 
that they want the parcels post. With it 
they could telephone to the town or village 
where they trade and have what they want- 
ed delivered in short order by the rural free 
delivery carrier. There would be a great 
saving of time—which is money. At pres- 
ent, if the farmer has not the time to go to 
town, the household has to go 9 e the 
needed article. 

Why should the Republican . permit 
the Democratic house to win popular favor 
by initiating this popular legislation? Noth- 
ing would be easier or more expedient 
than for the senate to put through a parcels 
post bill while the house is discussing tariff 
bills which the Democratic leaders have no 
idea the senate will pass. But if the senate 
were to tender the house a parcels post bill 
therd would be no question of its passage. 

The house has always looked on the par- 
cels post with favor. Its most determined 
opponents have been in the senate, and they 
have had sufficient influence to balk legisia- 
tion, even of a tentative character. Same 
of them are no longer in publie life. There 
is in many ways a new senate, which could 
hardly make a better bid for popular appro- 
bation than by taking the lead in parcels 
post legislation.

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ARLISLE’S new earl, tenth of the line, 
is, Uke his father, a Unionist, differ- 


ing therein from hie mother and sis- 


ters, who are pronounced Radicals. 

Indeed, they openly advocate the ab- 
olition of the house of lords if it refuses to 
yield to the popular will and are ardent advo- 
cates of the political equality of the sexes, 
whereas the new Carligie, hitherto 
member of the house of commons for Hast 
Birmingham, is opposed to female suffrage 
and has delivered a series of apeeches tn 
favor of maintaining unrestricted the legis- 
lative powers of the peers, and, previous to 
his accession to his father’s honors, he has 
on several occasions found himself canvass- 
ing parliamentary districts for one candidate 
where his mother and sisters would be equal- 
ly actively engaged in canvaseing for his 
man's rival. With all that, the family has 
always been a united one, and opposition on 
ever conceivable eubject, from politics to 
temperance, did not prevent the household 
at Castle Howard from being one of the hap- 
Diest and most affectionate in Great Britain. 

The now widowed Lady Carlisle is so well 
known in this country in connection with the 
total abstinence movement, being. president 
of the British Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance association, that it may be just as well 
to explain that her views on the subject are 
not shared by her son, the new Lord Car- 
Usle, any more than they were by her hus- 
band, the late earl, 

In fact, like his father, he has always de- 
plored the iconoclastic manner in which she 
dealt with the world famed Castle Howard 
cellars on her hugband’s accession to the 
earldom and to the estates. A daughter of 
Lord Stanley of Alderly, she married her 
husband when he: was plain George Howard, 
and stood only a rempte chance of succeed- 
ing to the earldom, Indeed, it was not until 
she had given birth to a family of six sons 
and five daughters that, in 1889, George 
Howard became Earl of Carlisle and the 
owner of great estates, including Naworth 
and Howard Castles. 

As soon as she took poasession of these an- 
cestral homes she proceeded to destroy the 
contents of the cellars, emptying the vats 
and emashing all the bottles of rare old 
wines and spirits. All the precious nectars 
went down into the gutters, in spite of the 
protests of her husband and her sons, de- 
claring, in answer to their pleas, that the 
wines should either be sold or, at any rate pre- 
sented to hospitals, that alcohol was respon- 
sible for such a large share of the sorrows 
and troubles of life, and was so injurious 
in any form to invalids (quoting medical 
opinion as her authority) that the only good 
thing to be done with it was to destroy it 
wherever possible. 


„ 


Another feature which she introduced at 
her husband's two castles in Yorkshire and 
in Cumberland, and at his town house on 
Palace Green, Kensington, was the substi- 
tution of six foot Amazons for the solemn 
and ceremonioug biftlers, grooms of the 
chamber, and liveried footmen. Though a 
member of the Woman's Rational Dress as- 
sdciation, she did not venture to attire her 
„ footmaids in bloomers. They wear blue 
gowns, snowy white caps, and aprons of a 
pattern designed by herself. 

Then, too, the now dowager Lady Car- 
lisle assumed the exclusive administration 
of her hueband's estate, and so completely ie 
her family dominated by her, except in things 
political, that it is a question whether the 
new earl will venture to demand the sur- 
render of her management of the estates to 
himself. To what extent her authority has 
been exerted in this connection was shown 
some time ago in the suit brought In the 
London courts of law by some urban council 
to restrain Lord Carlisle from cutting a 
drain pipe over which a dispute had arisen. 
She stated. in the witness box that all the 
plans for any work whatever on her hus- 
band’s Yorkshire and Cumberland éstates 
had to be submitted to her, down to the small- 
est detail, and that it was she, and not he, 
who decided what should be done and what 
should not be done. Although the earl was 
the nominal defendant, he was not even 
placed! in the witness box, so thoroughly ap- 
parent was it to judges, counsel, and jury 
that he had nothing to say about the matter. 
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With all that, he was far from being a mere 
nonentity, but, on the contrary, he was the 
most accomplished artist in the peerage He 
was the senior trustee of the National gal- 
lery, was a frequent exhibiter at the Royal 
Academy exhibitions, especially previous to 
his advent to the family honors, and at one 
moment there was a discussion about elect- 
ing him to membership of the Royal Acad- 
emy. | 

His widow is a practical agriculturist and 
one of the most successful farmers in Eng- 
land. She has repeatedly won gold medals 
for the excellence of the cattle which she ex- 
hibits at the Royal Agricultural show in 
London each year, has introduced the most 
up to date.and scientific methods of cultiva- 
tion on the family estates, has personally 
superintended everything, is most kind to the 
people that she employs, and drives and rides 
all over the country in the most unpreten- 
tious fashion. 

Castle Howard is a magnificent place, 
equaling, according to some, surpassing ac- 
cording to others, the Duke of Marlborough’s 
Blenheim palace, and designed, like the lat- 
ter, by the famous architect Sir John Van- 
brugh A more majestic pile of its peculiar 
style does not exist in England, and it would 
not be easy to match it out of Italy. The 
Castle Howard estate, in Yorkshire, has been 
in the possession of the family of Lord 
Carlisle since the foundation of the branch 
of the Howard family, of which he is the 
chief, by Lord Wimam Howard, the fourth 
Duke of Norfolk’s youngest son. 
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This Lord Wiliam Howard was warden of 
the northern marshes and known by the 
nickname of Bawld Wylilie,”’ has been sung 
as “ belted Will Howard” by Sir Walter 
Scott in his poems. His wife was known by 
her contemporaries as Bess wi’ the brawd 
apron,” 
of these garments remarkable for its breadth, 
but because of the large number of landed 
estates which she had brought to her hus- 
band in marriage. 

It was the greatgrandson of this noble who, 
having been captain of Oliver Cromwell's 
bodyguard during the civil war, was created 
by the protector Baron of Gileland and Vis- 
count Howard of Morpeth.” On finding what 
a feeble successor the protector had left in 
his son Richard Cromwell, Lord Howard, 
who, Was governor of the castle of Carlisle 
at the time of the restoration, sided with 
Gen. Monk, and helped to bring about the 
return to England of Charles II. The satter 
took mo notice of the Cromwelkan Asnors 
accorded to Charles Howard, but, abodt a 
year later, raised him to the peerage anew 
as Lord Dacre of Gilsland Viscount How- 
ard of Morpeth, and Earl of Carlisle.

as ambassador to the czar of Russia, and also. 


to the court of Sweden, where he invested 
Charles XI. with the Order of the Garter. 
He was likewise governor of Jamaica. Cur- 
jously enough, no mention whatsoever is 
made in the of Burke or of any 
ther standard work of reference, about 
he two peerages bestowed upon 
Howard by the protector. 

The fifth earl was the guardian of his rela- 
tive, the poet, Lord Byron, and was so ter- 
ribly scandalized by his ward’s debauchery 
that on this account he declined to introduce 
him when he took hie seat in the house of 
lords. This led to a bitter querrel, which

If the basis of 
the levy is one-third of the actual value 
of the property, then my residence is ap- 
praised at $815 more than I paid for it, ard 
the property has not heen ved nor has 
it increased in value. Please advise me how 
I shal] proceed to have its valuation for tax- 
ation reduced.

REPUBLICAN EMBARRASSMENTS. 


BY MEDILL M’CORMICK.

No discussion of the present Democratic 
opportunity has been more interesting than 
that contributed to the North American Re- 
view by its editor and other distinguished 
Democrats. But from a Republican stand- 
point, like other discussions of the same 
subject, the contributions to the Review, 
while giving full weight to Democratic dif- 
ficulties, have done scant justice to Repub- 
lican embarrassments. The divisions in the 
Democracy are potential; the divisions in 
the Republican party are actual. Demo- 
cratic harmony is possible; Republican dis- 
harmony is proven to the country, so that 
the voter, disgusted with Republican dis- 
sensions, last November elected a Demo- 
cratic house. Is there any reason at pres- 
ent why he should reverse his judgment? 

The genuine issues before the country dur- 
ing the present administration have been 
the tariff, railroad rate regulation, conser- 
vation, and reciprocity. These remain the 
sole important issues. The last was born 
after the election. and, in a sense, was be- 
gotten of it. The other three were harshly 
from the beginning; they 
gripped the popular imagination and were 
the bases of the split in the Republican 
party. It is unnecessary to describe their 
origin and development, but it is necessary 
to note that upon all three the insurgents 
and the president disagreed. 

The Aldrich tariff law was passed in spite 
of insurgent protests, and was signed by the 
president, who subsequently became its prin- 
cipal defender. The so-called Elkins law, 
drafted by the attorney general, contains 
one important feature unknown to the pre- 
vious acts governing the interstate com- 
merce commission. In the past, in order 
to prevent an advance in rates it hal been 
necessary for shippers to prove the advance 
unjustifiable or unduly onerous. Under the 
new law the burden of proof of the proposed 
rates equity rests with the carrier. That 


provision, which inaugurates real rate regu- | 


lation, was unknown to the administration 
bill. It was forced into the act by the in- 
surgents, who were punished therefor by 
the withdrawal of the patronage. What- 
ever the merits of the Ballinger-Pinchot 
controversy may have been, the sympathy 
of the country was with Pinchot, whose 
friends in congress were the still recalci- 
trant, though punished, progressives. 

In the light of the fight over these three pre- 
election questions an analysis of the result 
of the election is Uluminating. it measures 
the character of the division in the Repub- 
lican party and the attitude of the voters 
toward the administration. The analysis 
is most easily made by a tabular comparison

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Columbus, O., May 8.—Three state senators 
and two representatives were included in 
bribery indictments returned today by the 
Franklin county grand jury engaged in n- 
vestigating corruption in the assembly. The 
senators are Isaac E. Huffman of Butler 
county, L. R Andrews of Lawrence county, 
and George K. Cetone of Montgomery county. 
The representatives are Dr. Geonge B. Nye 
of Pike county and Dr. A. d. Lowry of 


charged against each. 

In addition, Rodney J. Diegie of Erie 
county, sergeant-at-arms in the senate, and 
alleged go-between in negotiations with sena- 
tors, was indicted for aiding and abetting 
the bribe solicitation. 


Amount of Bonds. 

The six indicted men appeared at the court- 
house soon after the bills were returned and 
furnished bonds. The amount was $5,000 for 
the three senators and Representative Low- 
ry. The bond of Nye and Diegle was $10,000. 

Three detectives, F. 8. Harrison, A. C. 
Batley, and David H. Berry, who claim they 
trapped the legislators in the bribery deal 
and who were arrested last week at the in- 
stance of Nye, had been bound over, but to- 
day the jury returned “no bills in their 
cases. The detectives will be the principal 
witnesses at the trials of the assemblymen 
and Diegle. 

Although the April term of court does not 
run many weeks longer ordinarily, adjourn- 
ment will not be taken until the bribery trials 
are disposed of. Meanwhile the grand jury 
will continte its investigation. 


Two Republicans, Four Democrats. 

Those indicted today will be arraigned Fri- 
day. The two Lawrence county solons, An- 
drewe and Lowry, are Republicans and the 
other four indicted are Democrats.

FINISHED BUSINESS FALLS OFF 


United States Steel Corporation’s 
Bookings Decrease, but Shipments | 


About Equal Those of March. 


New York May 8.— [Special. ]—The Iron 
Age will say tomorrow: 

“Our pig tron Statistics for April show 
that the iron trade more than retracted last 
month the forward Steps it took in March, 
and the pace of reaction was rapid as April 
closed. Two hundred and twelve coke and 
anthracite furnaces in blast May 1, or nine- 
teen less than one month ago, proved the 
country was producing 64,432 tons a day, 
against 70,752 tons oh April 1 and 66,562 on 
March 1. 

Production is now at the rate of 23.850. 
000 tons a year, estimating charcoal iron, 
whereas one month ago the yearly rate 
was 20,750,000 tons. In the thirty days of 
April the output of coke and anthracite 
iron was 21,065,086 tons, or 68,836 tons a 
day, against 21,171,111 tons in March, or 
70,036 tons a day. 

" Pittsburg reports that new business in finished 
lines has been falling off steadily. There is consid- 
erable unevenness. however, taking the trade as a 
whole, one day's total running up, to be followed 
by several of meager bookings. 

The large amount of structural work pending in 
and about New York City will severely test fabri- 
cating prices as well as those of Plain material.

PRIZE LIST INCREASED. 


Chicago Motor Club Plans to 
Charter Special Train to 
Great Speed Test.

The largest field of racing automobiles ever 
Drought together for a single contest was 
assured yesterday in the announcement that 
forty-five cars are to compete in the 500 
mile, $25,000 race at the Indianapolis speed- 
way. on Decoration day. Entries for the big 
event closed Monday night, but the speedway 
people were not able to announce the makeup 
of the official list until yesterday. | 

At the time the entry list was being an- 
nounced Chicago motorists were engaged in 
perfecting their plans to attend the battle 
of the speed merchants and indications are 
that the event will attract more local auto- 
mobile race enthusiasts than ever attended 
an out of town affair in the history of the 
sport. Special arrangements to attend are 
being made at both the Chicago Motor club 
and the Chicago Automobile club. Members 
of the latter organization have scheduled a 
three day tour to the Indiana metropolis, 
while the Motor club members are making 
up a special train that will return to Chi- 
cago the same day. 


Motor Club Opens List. 

Assistant Secretary Wilson of the Motor 
club opened his excrsion list yesterday and 
last night announced that forty-five reserva- 
tfons had been made out of the 100 necessary 
to secure special rates. 

“Judging from the way reservations are 
coming in, there seems no doubt the necessary 
100 people will be secured early.“ said Mr. 
Wilson yesterday. There will be p'enty of 
accommodations for everybody, however, 
According to present arrangements the train 
will leave here on the night of May 29 and 
wil, run directly to the track, leaving for 
Chicago soon after the finish of the race. 
Berths and meals are to be included in the 
rates we are offering our members and their 
friends. It is said hotel accommodations 14 
Indianapolis already are at a premium, and 
that the committee in charge has so far se- 
oured over 800 rooms to be used in case of an 
emergency.” 


Prize List May Total $40,000. 

The international sweepstakes event, while 
announced as a $25,000 affair, probably will 
be worth at least $40,000 to the competitors, as 
& number of concerns have hung up speclal 
prizes. The prize list has attracted every 
prominent racing driver in America, and the 
Memorial day carnival is bound to produce 
gome great competition. The forty-fifth entry 
announced was that of a Benz, and while no 
‘driver was named it is pretty well understood 
that Bob Burman, whoa few days ago set a 
new world's record at Ormond by going two 
miles at the rate of over 140 miles an hou, 
will be the pilot. 

All of the great winners of 1910 who still 
are engaged actively in the racing game are 
entered, incuding David Bruce-Brown, mill- 
fonaire New Yorker, who won the grand prize 
race at Savannah last fall; Harry Grant, 
twice winner of the Vanderbilt; Joe Dawson, 
winner of the donor’s trophy in the Vander- 
bilt; Teddy Tetzlaff, winner of the Portola 
contest, and Ralph Mulford, winner of the 
Chicago Motor club’s Elgin national race, 
the Fairmount park race, and other big con- 
tests.
